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A new industry in the Irish Free State, by 
the well-known firm of Dixon and Company, 
soap makers, Dublin, was started at the be- 
ginning of November for the making of com- 
posite card canisters. The photograph shows 
a small part of the plant involved. 

The plant, which is unique in this country, 
is the only one of its sort which makes cir- 
cular card canisters from the reel of paper 
or strawboard, The industry was originally 
started by Messrs. Dixon and Co. for the 
making of the canisters for their well-known 
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line, ‘‘ Okay” Scouring Power, but has since 
been extended by them, and they are in the 
position of dealing with nearly every type 
of card canister required in this country. 
They give employment to about nine em- 
ployés at present, and hope when fully under 
way to require even more than this. 

The plant is capable of a very large output 
in canisters, and can be claimed to be the 
most up-to-date plant of its kind in exist- 
ence.

This is a very promising first play, though 
have been better if its first two 
arts had been drastically cut down. The 
authoress has not attempted to deal very 
deeply with either Robert Emmet or Sarah 
Curran, but she has been able to get the 
most out of their personal drama, and she 
tells the story with a restraint which is all 
too rare in first plays. Her dialogue, too, 
has a slightly archaic air that suits its 
subject very well, and one’s only criticism 
“is that it becomes a little stilted at times. 
That is a slight fault, however, which ought 
to vanish with greater experience. 
‘Summer's Day,’’ however, does not really 
begin until the third act. The first does little 
more than introduce the audience to Emmet 
and Sarah Curran—it gives almost no hint 
of dramatic conflict, and does not even make 
a serious attempt to sketch the characters of 
the two lovers. Even in the second act. 
nothing really happens for a long time, and 
up to this stage the action is not only pitched 
consistently in a minor key, but seems to be 
rather lacking in point. When it does begin 
to concern itself with the main issue the result 
is not altogether successful, and the love scene 
with which the act closes has a forced appear- 


ance. wait 

After that, however, “fSummer's Day "” im- 
proves greatly. All the third act—where 
Emmet arrives at the Curran’s house on the 
eve of his arrest—is extremely vivid and 
strong. The characters, having dawdled 
pleasantly, though rather ineffectively, 
through the first part of the play, come 
suddenly to life, and the drama in the whole 
situation begins to be apparent for the first 
time. The “epilogue” has not quite the same 
driving force, but it is good also, and the 
play ends on the right note. 

As for the acting, the main interest centred 
on Moya Devlin. She was ** discovered '* as 
the result of her fine performance in “ Mar- 
gavret Gillan,’’ which was produced by the 
University College Players early this year, 
and last night marked her first appearance 
with the Abbey company. Under such 
circumstances, it must have been a great 
strain on her to take the principal part, and 
one could sympathise with her obvious 
nervousness in the first act. Once she had 
gained confidence, however, she was excel- 
lent, and gave a very consistent and charm- 
ing version of Sarah Curran. Arthur Shields, 
whose resemblance to Emmet was made quite 
striking by the aid of a little make-up, was 
also good, though actually the best and 
liveliest performance was that of Ria Mooney 
as Kate Lambart. John Stephenson, Cyr! 
Cusack and May Craig were the remaining 
members of the cast, and played well. 

The scenery was effective, and the cos- 
tumes even more so, but the pace of the 
production was a little too leisurely at times.

to the Address, which was moved by 
Mr. Grenfell on Friday, was resumed 
by Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) , 
who said that the Government s programme, 
as outlined in the King’s speech,. afforded 
very little clue to the future. It was mainly 
a contession of past delinquencies and of 
rather vague intentions of amendment. 
Dealing with conditions in the distressed 
areas, he said that the Government were 
failing in their duty in not utilising the pro- 
duction of the country in such a way as to 
give the unemployed a“ fair standard 
of life. Our national - resources ought 
to be used to the best advantage, 
and this was particularly so in the case of 
coal. He saw no reason why the miners’ 
wages should be dependent upon the interna- 
tional price of coal, any more than those of 
workers in any* other industry. If the coal 
business was taken in hand as a national ser- 
vice, he was quite sure that there would be 
no difticulty in giving the miners the extra 
two shillings which they now demanded. It 
was useless to appeal to the coal-owners. To- 
day capitalism wag on its trial. It was only 
by the adoption of the principles of Socialism, 
both in home and foreign policy, that they 
could do away with these paradoxes—the 
paradox of the world wanting peace and 
steadily moving towards war, and the 
paradox of want everywhere in the midst of 
plenty. 


MINING ROYALTIES 


Sir Thomas Inskip (Attorney-General) said 
that if they lived under a Socialist Govern- 
ment of the kind desired by Mr. Attlee and 
Sir Stafford Cripps they would now be dis- 
cussing not the King’s speech or the address" 
in reply, but an Emergency Powers Bill, wide 
enough in its terms to permit the doing of 
practically everything the Labour Party 
wanted by Ministerial orders 

Major ó. Lloyd George (Liberal) said that 
while the Liberal Party concurred in the 
indictment of the Government, they could 
not support the amendment, because it pro- 
posed remedies with which they disagreed. 

Mr. Herbert Morrison (Labour) said that 
as soon as he and his friends could do it 
they would lift from the backs, not only of 
the working-class, but from the middle and 
professional classes as well, every one of 
those idle parasitic elements of society, 
which were living on the productive labour 
of the workers by hand and by brain. 
That was really what the fight was about. 
Conservative members were the political 
champions of ecanomic parasitism, and 
Labour members were the political champions 
of honourable toil. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Colonial Secretary) 
described Mr. Morrison as one of the most 
brilliant advocates in the Chamber, but said 
that he had no right to assume that only 
one section in the House was mindful of the 
hardships of others. There were differences 
of opinion as to the remedy, but there was 
nothing more unfair than to suggest that 
either sympathy or humanity was the 
monopoly ot any one party. 

The Labour amendment was rejected by 
382 votes to 140, and the debate was 
adjourned

Even during the past month the Labour 
deputies were opposing the Government on 
working-class issues arising out of the Con 
ditions of Employment Bill, when some ol 
the leading members of the U.I.P. were 
voting against them in the Government 
Lobby.

According to your leaders 
at: that period, the Government had entered 
into “a foolish bargain with the Labour 
Party ” (2-10-’33), Fianna Fail had been com- 
mitted to a “ humiliating alliance with the 
Labour Party”  (29-9-’33) because the 
Ministers’ plight “made them an easy 
victim ' to Labour’s extortionate demands 
(28-9-’33). In his wrath your leader writer 
actually alleged that. the Labour Party, not 
the Government, were “ primarily responsible 
for the céntinuante of the economic war... 
(they) had given their full support to Mr. de 
Valera in his campaign against Great 
Britain” (21-10-33). From these references 
one would deduce that in your 1933 view it 
was the Government that was bound hand 
and foot to the Labour Party. 

Lastly, your contention that the Senate-and 
the Courts are “the two greatest safeguards 
of democracy in his country ' will find no 
response in the Labour movement. The 
Courts have their function, which should be 
exercised with the greatest sense of freedom ; 
but I deny that it is any part of that func- 
tion, properly understood, to declare that 
any particular law is, or is not, unconstitu- 
tional. As for the Senate, perhaps its 
greatest contribution to the establishment of 
our democratic institutions was the memor- 
able work it performed in connection with 
the enactment of the Constitution Amend- 
ment Bill, which authorised the setting-up of 
a Military Tribunal to oust the jurisdiction 
of the Courts! In pursuance of its demo- 
cratic instincts on that occasion, it: managed 
to meet on a Saturday morning, so that the 
job would be disposed of comfortably over 
the week-end. You do not know the Irish 
workers if you believe that. these sentimental 
references to democracy will induce them to 
vote for the maintenance of the Senate.—

GROUND RENTS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS TEMES. 

Sirn,—My Executive has noted the state- 
ments of the Ministers for Justice and 
Finance at the recent Fianna Fail Ard 
Fheis, and would draw public attention to 
some points in their statements. 

At the outset it must be clearly remem: 
bered that the Irish Leaseholders’ Associa 
tion is concerned with, and only with, ground 
rents. 

Mr. MacEntee made three points against 
the introduction of legislation to deal with 
ground rents, which may be briefly sum- 
marised as follows :— 

a. That the introduction of the 5/4ths 
valuation for the purpose of Schedule 
A Tax was a penalisation of ground 
rents by the State. 

That ground rents were a form of 
investment for insurance companies, 
trustees, etc, and, therefore, were 
sacrosanct. 

That the abolition of ground rents 
would ‘‘create a very serious finan- 
cial situation in the country, and 
one which, on the merits, would 
scarcely be justified.” 

(a) The introduction of the 5/4ths valua- 
tion has the very opposite effect to that 
stated by the Minister. Except in a very 
few exceptional cases, the P.L.V. of pre 
mises is much higher than the ground rent. 
Therefore, any increase in the valuation, 
whether for the purpose of income tax or 
otherwise, hits only the already much- 
burthened leaseholder, as a simple example 
will illustrate. 

‘A’ owns a house, subject to a ground 
rent of £10 per year and P.L.V. of £20. 
“A” ig entitled to deduct tax on £10 from 
his ground landlord, but must pay the tax 
on the other £10 himself. Now, the Go- 
vernment decided to assess his income tax 
not on the £20 P.L.V., but on 5/4ths 
thereof—i.e., on £25; but still “A” may 
only deduct tax on £10 from his ground 
landlord; therefore he must bear this in- 
creased tax himself. So, in fact, it is the 
unfortunate leaseholder who must bear the 
Gavernment’s increased tax, not, as the 
Minister alleges, the ground landlord. It 
should also be made clear that in cases of 
absentee landlords the Irish Government 
receives no tax at all—it is collected by the 
British or other foreign Governments. There 
is estimated to be £6,000,000 ret this 
country annually in the form of ground rents 
upon which the Government receives no tax. 

e retention of this huge sum at home would 
mean approximately £1,250,000 a year to the 
Irish Ec choener. Certainly a welcome con- 
tribution to the resources of this country in 
the present economic conflict. 

(b) The Minister's argument as to protec: 
tion of insurance companies and trustees 
hardly stands casual examination. Land in 
Ireland for the past fifty years has been the 
subject of fierce agitation. It would be a 
bold investor or trustee who would risk in- 
vesting funds therein. It is seriously con- 
tended that the amount of trust funds in- 
vested in Irish ground rents is almost 
negligible. The only known interest of in- 
surance companies in Irish ground rents is 
by way of mortgage for which again the 
Irish people suffer. The Minister's atti- 
tude to this aspect of the question cannot 


be taken seriously in view of the Govern-. 


ment’s recent drastic action concerning the 
stock of the Great Southern Railways, in 
which large amounts of trust funds were 
invested. ) 
(c) The majority of modern ground rents 
were imposed with a very free and by the 
landlords in “ the good old days.” In those 
days anything in the nature of resigtance to 
ground rents, no matter how harsh, Was con- 
sidered as a treason, and accordingly treated. 
Apart from any other reason, that provides 
good grounds for, at leest, revision. The 
advance of motor and ‘bus traffic has crippled 
business in the urban areas. The economic 
war has drastically curtailed the purchasing 
power of the agricultural community, upon 
which the urban towns depend; this matter 
has also made the collection of outstanding 
debts by urban traders almost impossible. 
Notwithstanding those straitened circum- 
stances the landlords continue to demand 
their pound of flesh, and have even refused 
to discuss the plight of the leaseholders with 
deputations from this Association. A promi- 
nent Southern T.D. summed up the situation 
very accurately a few weeks ago in a letter 
to the Irish holders’ Association when 
he said that ‘‘the immediate settlement of 
the ground rent question was a matter of life 
or death to the urban towns of the Saorstat.’’ 
Surely this is the only “serious financial 
situation ’’ which shoul 
Irish Minister. 
_ Mr. Ruttledge was less sweeping in his re- 
ection of legislation for ground rents than 
is colleague. Of course, Mr. MacEntee is 


safely enconsced in a South Dublin seat. One

HORSE RUNS AMOK | 


THRILLING SCENE IN 
DERRY

DERRY, Monday Night. 


Constable David Magee, an Enniskillen 
man, was on point duty at the junction of 
Strand road and Great James’s street in the 
afternoon when he saw a horse drawing a 
milk cart come galloping out of control dow n 
Great James’s street. He turned the animal, 
but it collided with a car. 

The milk van overturned and the horse, 
which had now mounted the footpath, con- 
tinued its mad career for a distance of over 
a hundred yards. 

Constable Magee, an experienced horseman, 
who served with the Canadian Cavalry 
throughout the war, kept pace with the 
animal, shouting warnings to pedestrians on 
the footpath. One young man was about to 
step on to the footpath, unaware of the on- 
coming horse, when the constable caught him 
and saved his life by throwing him on to the 
street. Another man was struck by the 
wheels of the cart. He received a leg injury, 
and was taken to the infirmary, but was not 
detained 

Pedestrians fled with terror in all direc- 
tions. The horse’s mad dash was stopped by 
the overturned van striking the wall -óf the 
police barracks. The horse was thrown by 
the impact, and the constable immediately 
jumped on its neck. A large crowd which 
had now gathered watched with bated 
breath as the terrified horse scrambled on 
its hind legs in a ‘‘esperate attempt to get 
away. The consta a pulled at the winkers 
which came off in vis hands, and then he 
grabbed one of the orse’s ears and its nose, 
and there was a g m struggle for the upper 
hand. which the constable eventually gained. 

None of the crowd standing around offered 
anv assistance probably frightened by the 
horse’s struggle. The police hearing the noise 
rushed out of the barracks to the constable’s 
aid.

Ruttledge excludes the very people concerned 
from this inquiry. 

No reference was made by either Minister 
to the Irish land annuities. Mr. de Valera 
recently stated that, whatever about a legal 
claim, the Irish people had an irrefutable 
moral claim to the annuities. The title of 
the British to the annuities is rooted in con- 
fiscation, and so also is the title to ninety 
per cent. of the ground rents collected in this 
country to-day.

PROFESSOR KAPITZA’S

A remarkable building, with rock-lke 
foundations of special stone and cement to 
ensure complete freedom from vibration, has 
been constructéd on the outskirts of Moscow 
to house the delicate scientific equipment of 
what was formerly one of the finest Cam- 
bridge laboratories. The walls of some of 
the rooms are lined with a 4-inch of barium 
plaster, through which the strongest A-raya 
cannot penetrate, and doors are covered with 
massive sheets of lead. 

All the equipment has been purchased 
from Cambridge University for the use of 
Professor P. L. Kapitza, the famous Soviet 
scientist, who has returned to Russia to direct 
a special branch of the Institute of Physics 
in Moscow. He is accompanied by two 
English collaborators. The apparatus in- 
cludes valuable and highly sensitive instru- 
ments for obtaining powerful magnetic fields 
and producing helium and hquid hydrogen, 
one instrument being capable of creating a 
magnetic field of ten times greater capacity 
than hitherto available. 

For the past fourteen years Professor 
Kapitza has been doing research work in 
England. The Jaboratory he used at Cam- 
bridge was erected specially for him by the 
University authorities. In 1929, when only 
35 years old, he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in recognition of his investiga- 
tions. 

His work in Moscow will deal largely with 
research into the magnetic and electric pro- 
perties of metals under extremely low tem: 
peratures.

An interesting event took place yesterday 
at the Rogal Irish Academy when the Mar- 
quess McSwiney of Mashanaglass presented 
the Academy with two statues representing 
the Virgin and Child. One is a Spanish work 


and the other Burgundian, the first being in 


wood and the second in stone, 

The Marquess McSwiney said that both 
statues had belonged to his mother. The 
Spanish statue, of carved wood, coloured, was 
modelled in the late thirteenth, or early four- 
teenth, century style. He thought that the 
early medieval Irish had been gréatly influ- 
enced by the Spanish, and that it would be 
interesting to students and others to have a 
genuine model of Spanish work. The statue 
would be the private property of the Royal 
Irish Academy. 

On the motion of Professor R. A. 8. Mac- 
alister, seconded by Dr. T. P. C. Kirkpat- 
rick, a vote of thanks to the Marqtes* 
McSwiney was passed. 

Dr. E, J. Gwynn, Provost of Trinity 
College, Dublin, President of the Academy, 
said that the Academy accepted the 
statues with great. pleasure and grati- 
tude. As the Academy had not a suit- 
able accommodation for the statues, they would 
be housed in the National Museum. The 
Academy would, however, retain its private 
ownership of them, as had been done with 
some other objects lent to the Museum.

Professor Tierney, in his paper on 
‘‘Menander and Aristotle’s Poetics,’ showed 
that in several cases where the great comic 
)oet is usually supposed to be drawing on 
tpicurean or Stoic docttines, he is in reality 
dependent on those of the Lyceum, of whic 
he was certainly a pupil. His dependence 
on Aristotle for éthical ideas raises the 
question whether he was not also indebted 
to the teaching of Aristotle and Theophrastus 
on poetry for his comic technique. An 
examination of the ‘ Poetics” shows that 
Aristotle’s theory of comedy contained 
elements such as the preponderance of chance 
and ignorance as agents in the comic plot, 
which recur frequently in Menander. 

The paper concluded with an attempt to 
reconstruct, by the help of Plato, Aristotle’s 
theory of the comic ‘‘ Catharsis.’’ 

In his paper on “Integrals of MacCul- 
lagh’s Equations,”” Dr. Conway said that in 
the transactions of the Royal Irish Academy, 
1839, MacCullagh gave dynamical equations. 
for the propagation of light through a biaxal 
crystal. The same equations from the electro- 
magnetic viewpoint were given by Clerk 
Maxwell in 18 The famous Heatz-Heavi-

JUSTICES TO HOLD 
VISITATION

The status and rights of professors at 
University College, Cork, will be determined 
in unigue proceedings next, year. 

According to the ancient custom of univer- 
sities a ‘‘visitation’’ must be held when 
disputes arise on fundamental statutes, anl a 
‘‘ visitation"? has been ordered for July next 
and will be the first in the history vf the 
National University of Ireland. 

It arises from a dispute between the Presi- 
dent of the College, Dr. P. J. Merriman, and 
the Dean of the Faculty of Dairy Science, 
Professor C, Boyle, on the one hand, and all 
the professors and lecturers of the faculty on 
the other. The latter group hold that their 
liberties and independence have been en- 
croached upon in the system of control of the 
faculty's teaching. 

The King was appointed to be “ visitor’”’ 
by the Act of 1908, which set up the National 
University of Ireland and the colleges at Cork 
and Galway, in succession to the Royal Uni- 
versity of Ireland, but the Royal powers in 
this regard are now administered by the 
Executive Council, who have appointed Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan and Mr, Justice O’ Byrne 
to hold the visitation.

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PIANO AND STRING 
RECITALS 


THE ENGLISH ENSEMBLE 


AT R.D.5. 
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Piano guartets are somewhat uncommon on 
the concert platform, so that it was not sur- 
prising to find a large audience at the Royal 
Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday, for 
the recitals given by the English Ensemble 
a group which has come to the forefront of 
recent date. The members of the quartet are 
well known solo performers. Kathleen Long, 
the pianist, has been long in the first rank 
of lady players, and had already appeared at 
the R.D.S.. so, too, had Marjorie Hayward, 
the violinist, whose playing here had won her 
many admirers. The viola player of the group 
is Rebecca Clarke, and the ‘celloist May 
Muckle, both of whom are recognised on the 
other side as talented instrumentalists. : 

The trouble with players of strong in- 
dividuality is to get them to bring that 
characteristic into line with their colleagues 
and pull together in team work, and it is an 


| admirable feature of the playing of the Eng- 
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lish Ensemble that, whilst they remain un- 
doubtedly fine solo players, they have estab- 
lished excellent understanding, and in their 
combined work, are really a well-balanced 
ensemble. They showed fine musical discern- 
ment in selecting a programme which, whilst 
giving something of the best in the field of 
piano and strings se music, also allowed 
ample scope for individual virtuosity. In the 
Brahams quartet in C minor, Op. 60, for 
example, hes had the work of a composer 
who thoroughly understood the art of giving 
to each of his instruments that which woul 
bring out their best qualities. How 
beautifully effective was his use of the 
piano in the opening phrases of the allegro 
and how beautifully the violin and viola 
carried the animated conversation with the 
‘cello, giving weight to their message. There 
was some lovely concerted work here. 
cellent, too, was the picturesque Scherzo, 
giving opportunity to each of the players in 
turn to display her technique The Andante 
movement was notable for the lovely singing 
tone of the ‘cello. In the Brahms work one 
had ample evidence of the brilliance of 
Kathleen Long at the piano, and while the 
string playevs also had plenty of opportunity 
to show their parts, one had a clearer vision 
of their work in the Trio for Strings by E. J. 
Mean The ‘cello background against the 
conversation of the other strings in the open- 
ing movement was peculiarly effective, and 
there were also some exquisite moments in 
the Adagio, in which the composer showed 
his fondness for the viola. The tone of this 
instrument in this movement, and, indeed. 
throughout, was delightful. 

The Quartet in G minor by Gabriel Faure 
gave the players further scope for their 
talents, and at every stage of its development 
there were points which caught the atten- 
tion.

JURORS 
——— SA 
REPLY TO CRITICISM 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Monday. 


The Recorder of Belfast to-day denied the 
allegations made in the Northern Parliament 
last week regarding the summoning of jurors. 

At the opening of his Revaluation Appeal 
Court at the County Antrim Courthouse he 
made a detailed survey of the situation and 
outlined the procedure followed in forming 
the jury panel for the various counties. 

Speaking on behalf of the law officers con- 
cerned, he declared that no juror who had 


been summoned for the present Winter 
Assizes had served since the year 1927, when 
the present system was established. 

The jurors were summoned in strict alpha- 
betical order, and the letters would not be 
exhausted for another two years, so that 
jurors serving at the Assizes would probably 
not be called upon for another few years. 

Judge Thompson added that the exemption 
of a juror did not follow for such a long 
period in the City of Belfast, where it 
worked out on an average of three years 
owing to the frequency of the Courts, 


CHRISTMAS RELIEF 
——— 


The question of a relief scheme for the 
ee during the Christmas period was 
raised at the Dublin County Council last 
night by Mr. Blake, who recalled that at 
& previous meeting the Council proposed to 
spend £3,000 if the Government would put 
up £8,000. The position, he said, was very 
serious. As far as he could see the 
unemployed were going to be let down. If 
nothing was given the people out in Lucan 
would starve this year.

N the Court of Appeal, Belfast, to-day, 
the Lord Chief Justice, Lord Justice 
Andrews and Lord Justice Best, heard 
an appeal by Samuel Gallagher, Monglass, 
Bogay, Co. Donegal, from an order of the 
Recorder of Derry, dated 30th Septem- 
ber last, confirming a decision of the Derry 
magistrates on July 15th imposing « fine 
of 1s., with 20s. costs, on a summons for 
selling new milk in Derry otherwise than 
in accordance with the Milk and Milk 
Products Act Northern Ireland. 

At the hearing before the Recorder it 
was stated that Gallagher had applied 
to the Ministry of Agriculture, Northern 
Ireland, for a licence under the Act, which 
was refused on the ground that the licence 
could only be granted to persons whose 
farms where the milk was produced was 
situated in Northern Ireland. : 

Mr. C. A. Nicholson, íor the appellant, 
said that the appeal appeared to involve 
a question of some importance from a con- 
stitutional point. of view. He questioned 
the validity of that section of the Act 
under which the appellant was convicted. 

Lord Chief Justice—The Court assumed 
that the Act was valid? 

Mr. Nicholson—Yes. But what I say is 
that the appeal by Dr. Alexander was by 
way of mandamus to compel the issue by 
the Ministry of a licence to him. The 
question of the validity of the Statute was 
not really an issue in those proceedings. 

Lord Justice Andrews asked Mr. 
Nicholson if he admitted that the Act 
was valid so far as sale in Northern Ire- 
land was concerned. 

Mr. Nicholson—If the Act applied only 
to Northern Ireland it is valid, but in so 
far as Free State producers are concerned 
it is invalid. 


FREE STATE ADVANTAGE 


Lord Justice Andrews—So that the 
Free State producers are to have an ad- 
vantage over other producers. They are 
to be allowed to sell in Northern Ireland 
without any restrictions as to production, 
state of premises, or grade of milk, an 
to compete with producers in Northern 
Ireland who are subject to the regulations. 

Mr. Nicholson—It might be competent 
for the Northern Ireland Parliament to 
impose a certain standard on milk to be 
sold in Northern Ireland, but I say they 
cannot prohibit the sale of milk in 
Northern Ireland, no matter what quality, 
unless it is produced in Northern Ireland. 

The Lord Chief Justice—So that the 
Free State gentleman, according to yon. 
can come into Derry without any regula 
tions and do what he likes 

Mr. Nicholson—It might have been com- 


ment to say: ‘‘ You must sell milk with a 
certain percentage of butter fat, or you 
must not sell milk as Grade ‘A.’’’ That 
is a matter that might have been com- 
petent for the Northern Ireland Parlia- 
ment, but I say it is not competent for 
them to discriminate such as this to take 
place, and to say: ‘‘ You must only sell 
milk produced in Northern Ireland.” 

Lord Justice Andrews—What in your 
view is the difficult question? 

Mr. Nicholson—The question whether 
the Northern Ireland Parliament have 
power to prohibit the sale of Free State 
milk, or milk produced anywhere outside 
Northern Ireland, within the area of 
Northern Ireland. . 

Lord Justice Best—Would it not be 
better to say: Whether they have power to 
prohibit the sale of milk until thev are 
satisfied that the milk was produced under

FREE FLOW OF TRADE 


Mr. Nicholson (proceeding) said the 
basis on which the Northern Ireland 
Parliament was set up, confined its 
powers, and there was to be a free flow of 
trade between the two parts of Ireland 
and England. 

Lord Justice Andrews—And the same 
was not to apply to the Free State? 

Mr. Nicholson—Probably not. 

Lord Justice Andrews—Then the 
State is to have a favoured position. 

Lord. Justice Best—That argument 
means that we can send nothing to the 
Free State, but the Free State can send 
anything; can even ‘send poisonous milk 
into Northern Ireland, and while the Free 
State can do that we cannot sell the best 
quality of milk from Northern Ireland to 
the Free State. 

Mr. Nicholson—It is not a matter of 
quality of milk, it is a case of restrictions. 
It is not a regulation of trade, it is 
prohibition of trade. 

The Attorney-General, replying for the 
Ministry of Agriculture, said the argu- 
ment in that case was quite different to 
the one presented in Alexander’s’ case, 
because here the whole of the Act was 
challenged as being ultra vires. It was 
a case that had to be dealt with with very 
great care, because it was one which might 
possibly have an effect upon other factors 
which it was impossible at the present 
moment to foresee, The contention there 
was that the Parliament of* Northern 
Ireland, under Section 4 of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, had not got powers 
to make laws in respect of certain matters 
which were set out in a series of sub- 
sections, and among these matter was trade 
with any part of Ireland out of their 
jurisdiction. 

Proceeding, the Attorney-General quoted 
from a decision dealing with the powers of 
the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada in a case in which a similar argu- 
ment was put forth, and said he held that

Naval Occasions 


Nobody expects that very much will 
result from the Naval Conference which 
was opened formally in London yesterday ; 
but those who wish to promote peace in 
the world may comfort themselves to some 
extent by the thought that any conference 
is better than none. The present gather- 
ing has been rendered necessary by the 
lapsing of the Washington Naval Agree- 
ment; and it was hoped about a year ago 
that a new, and even more comprehensive, 
agreement would be made to replace it. In 
the meanwhile, however, many things have 
happened. Japan has given notice that 
she no longer is satisfied with the ratio of 
5:5:3, which was fixed at Washington in 
respect of capital ships for the Navies of 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan, respectively. Germany has returned 
to the ranks of the naval Powers, having 
concluded a bilateral agreement with 
Great Britain during the present year; 
and the Disarmament Conference has 
ceased to exist. The delegates to London, 
have met in an atmosphere 


therefore, 


‘which is very different from that which 


they might have expected to find a year 
ago. The whole world is preparing 
feverishly for the next war. One nation 
has been so eager to give its fighting men 
their fling that it already has launched 
a war against a virtually defenceless 
people, and most of the others are increas- 
ing their fighting forces with the utmost 
possible speed. In these circumstances, it 
would be foolish to think that the results 
of the London Conference will be satisfac- 
tory. All the chief naval Powers. are 
represented; but every one of them is 
playing its own hand in the sacred name 
of peace. Several plans will be submitted 
for the reduction of naval armaments ; but 
it is safe to say that none of these plans 
is entirely disinterested. One Power wants 
a reduction in capital ships ; another advo- 
cates the abolition of aircraft carriers, a 
third would like to see the end of all 
submarines. It will be seen that in every 
case the proposed reduction would suit 
the book of the particular Power that 
sponsors it—a fact which does not 
tend to inspire public confidence in the 
proceedings. 

By far the most important factor in the 
situation is the attitude of Japan.: Four- 
teen years ago the Japanese were glad 
enough to accept an agreement which gave 
them three-fifths of the strength in capital 
ships of Great Britain and the United 
States; but to-day they will be satisfied 
with nothing less than full parity. They 
claim that their responsibilities have in- 
creased in the meantime; that their 
peculiar problems of defence demand 
additional forces, and that, at any rate, 
they propose to do exactly as they please 
in regard to their defences, as, indeed, they 
propose to do in regard to everything else. 
They suggest now that there shall be a 
common “ upper limit ” in respect of all 
classes of naval armaments; in other 
words, they claim the right to have as 
many warships of all kinds as any other 
naval Power. They are quite prepared to 
agree to the total abolition or drastic 
reduction of what they describe as 
‘“ offensive ' vessels—that is to say, air- 
craft carriers, capital ships and cruisers 
of the “ A ” class; but they will not hear 
of the abolition of submarines, which they 
regard essentially as ‘‘ defensive ” vessels 
for use among the narrow seas that 
surround their British, 
following their proposals at the Washihg- 
ton Conference, advocate the abolition of 
submarines, and now declare that they are 
ready to consider a quantitative reduction 
in all classes of ships of war. The 
Americans favour an all-round reduction 
of twenty per cent. in naval armaments ; 
but whether or not they are prepared to 
Japan’s demand for absolute 
Among the 


shores. The 


concede 
equality is not yet clear. 
smaller Powers there also is much un- 
certainty. Italy, smarting under the in- 
dignity of “ sanctions,’’ is not particularly 
anxious to meet the wishes of any of the 


Powers that have taken sides against her 
in the matter of Abyssinia, and there is at 
least a possibility that Signor Mussolini 
will claim a more or less free hand in the 
Mediterranean. France takes the view 
that the re-appearance of Germany as a 
naval Power has changed the whole com- 
plexion of the armaments problem, and 
the agreement between London and Berlin 
has not increased her sympathy with the 
British point of view. 

Mr. J, W. Dulanty represented the Irish 
Free State at yesterday's meeting of the 
Naval Conference, and, although he 
announced that his Government had no 
interest in naval construction, there is no 
doubt that it has a very direct interest 
in the outcome of the conversations. It is 
accepted generally now that there will be 
a ‘“‘ next war.” The blow may not fall for 
five or ten years; but sooner or later it 
will fall, and the British Empire almost 
certainly will be involved in it. What 
will happen to the Free State? It is very 
easy to talk of neutrality, and if the 
Saorstdt had the resources, say, of the 


United States of America, it might be able 
to remain aloof; in actual fact, 


i 


nothing could keep it out of a war in- | 
volving British interests. The British 
Navy is this country’s only guarantee 
against invasion, As time progresses the 
problem of our coastal defences is likely 
to become more and more acute, and, 
unless the Free State Government has a 
working agreement with Great Britain, 
nothing will save our island in time of 
war. There has been much talk recently 
about a plan whereby the Free State 
Government will assume responsibility for 
its own coastal defences, taking over from 
Great. Britain the several ports that were 
assigned to her care by the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty of 1921. We do not know what, if 
any, truth there may be in the stories 
that have been in circulation; but it is 
essential that the Free Staté’s coastal 
defencés shall be kept as strong as 
possible. If the London O&nference fails 
to reach a comprehensive agreement con- 
cerning limitation, a race in naval arma- 
ments will begin almost at once. Britain, 
whether or not she likes it, will be forced 
to look to her defences, and Ireland will 
play an important part in her strategic 
plans. If and when war should come, an 
Trish Republit or an Irish Dominion 
would: be in precisely the same position— 
namely, at Britain’s mercy ; or, if Britain 
should be defeated, at the mercy of her 
conqneror. In these circumstances, we 
hope that the Free State will not remain 
entirely disinterested in the affairs of the 
London Conference. She has, in fact, a 
vital interest in every aspect of Britain s 


defences, 


Riots in Egypt 


The disaffection in Cairo, which flamed 
into riots three weeks ago, shows little sign 
of abatement. ‘‘ Street battles,’’ in the 
course of which serious harm has been 
done to persons and property, have 
continued since last Saturday, and, as we 
write, there is no news to indicate that 
the situation will be any better to-day. 
As occurs so frequently, university 
students are the protagonists of this latest 
series of riots. For some curious reason— 
perhaps, because it hoped that the liberty 
would act as a safety-valve to their 
passions—the Government permitted them 
to express their political feelings without 
police supervision on Saturday. The first 
use that they made of this licence was to 
burn four tramcars ; the next was to create 
general pandemonium, In the midst of 
the disorder the Assistant Commandant 
of Police, a British 
in a motor car, was 
shower of stones, and was driven off 
to hospital with a serious wound in his 
head. Thereupon the Government, 
realising that its concession to the 
students had turned into a public danger, 
announced that the police had been in- 
structed to maintain order and, if 
necessary, to use firearms. On Sunday 
morning, however, further 
occurred; more tramcars were burned ; 
trees were torn up to make barricades, and 
fresh attacks were made upon the police. 
Yesterday the police were compelled to fire 
upon a crowd which was stoning omni- 
buses, and a student was shot in the chest, 
while a ‘‘ demonstration ” of school-girls 
created abundant disorder. If outbreaks 
of this sort are likely to happen at regular 
intervals, Nessim Pasha and his Govern- 
ment must prepare to rule more firmly 
than they have ruled hitherto. It is clear 
that the Wafdists, or Nationalist Party, 
are resolved to attain by popular disturb- 
ance what. they are forbidden by the 
normal processes of politics—the restoring 
of the Constitution. Sir Samuel Hoare’s 
rather unfortunate speech of three weeks 
ago provided them with an opportunity. 
For months past they had been agitating 
quietly for the return of the Constitution, 
which was suspended early this year; 
and, to the credulous mind, the Foreign 
Secretary 's speech could be construed as a 
recommendation to King Fuad and his 
Prime Minister that they should let the 
Constitution remain suspended for the 
time being. These riots are directed 
against Great Britain, who is supposed by 
the Wafd to hold the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in the hollow of its hand; and it is 
hard to resist the feeling that Italian 
propaganda may have something to do 
with them. The fact that Britain has dis- 
claimed the intention which was read into 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s speech carries no 
weight with the Egyptian fanatics. The 
fact, moreover, that the riots have 
occurred at aH is an excellent argument 
for King Fuad’s

Censorship and Taste 


A report just issued by the Public 
Morality Council in Great Britain suggests 
that the scope of the Film Censorship 
Acts might be widened with advantage, 
both in Great Britain and in this country. 
Censorship, it is true, tends to be carried 
to such extreme .limits in the Irish Free 
State that any development of its powers 
might seem unwelcome at first sight. 
Nevertheless, although it watches over 
Irish morality with an eagle eye, it has 
little to do with questions of taste. Under 
the Free State Act a film is fit for public 
exhibition unless it is “ indecent, obscene 
or blasphemous,’’ or unless it tends to be 
subversive of public morals. Nothing is 
said about public manners, and, however 
foolish or vulgar a film may happen to be, 
the Censor has no legal right to prohibit 
it if it is harmless from the moral point 
of view. A similar system prevails “in 
Great Britain, as the Public Morality 
Council has found. During 1934 it 
made representations to the Censor in 
respect of films which showed extreme 
semi-nudity, cruelty to animals, or scenes 
depicting lynchings and assassinations, 
but it drew attention also to such films 
as those which deal inaccurately with the 
lives of known characters. Some of these 
cases, indeed, could be dealt with by a 
liberal interpretation of the Acts as they 
stand, but the last quoted example re- 
presents the kind of film that the Censor- 
ship cannot touch, although it is almost 
as harmful at an ‘“immoral’’ film. 
Under an ideal system some provision 
would be made to keep out the mass of 
nonsense which, without being actually 
subversive, spreads . false knowledge, 
advocates wrong standards of action or 
theught, and lowers the general level of 


taste. Unfortunately, it is almost im- 


possible to see how such a system could: 
be made workable ; for this class of films 
cannot be defined except in the vaguest 
terms. The remedy lies in the hands of 
ithe public itself, and its slowly-growing 
preference for good films already is 
beginning to bear some fruit. 


AE rr —— a 
Mechanical Cotton Picker 


Followers of the social whirl owe quite 
a substantial debt to negro workers in 
‘the cotton fields; for cotton picking is 
one of the few known alternatives to Tove 
as a subject for a dance tune. Cotton 
picking may bring in a violent expression 
of fidelity to the homeland, and an unduly 
enthusiastic measure of affection for an 
aged relative ; but safely it keeps one clear 
of the more awful combination of tropic 
isles and gentle smiles, with a June moon 
thrown in for good measure and the sake 
of the rhyme. By an inexpressibly happy 
freak of fate, progress, which ousted 
tandem bicycles and other harmless love 
themes, persistently has failed to displace 
the coloured cotton picker, and thus the 
inspiration of his rather gloomy existence 
has moved song writers to sing of him 
in fair volume every season. Behind the 
scenes, however, men with more regard 
for possible profits than the nervous 
hatreds of the night birds for eighty years 
have been trying to perfect a mechanical 
cotton picker; and now it looks as though 
two citizens of Arizona have succeeded. 
In future, those musicians who look upon 
“ lerve,’’ ‘‘ laave,’’ or ' luv ” with equal 
disfavour, will have to do their best with 


a machine having a tunnel-like opening 


on one side, into which projects a line of 


smooth, revolving rods carried on an end- 
less belt. They must whisper of the 
apparatus that moistens these rods, of the 
way in which the cotton adheres to these 
rods, is stripped from these rods, and of 
how eventually the cotton is passed into 
a hopper by suction. Let the muted 
trumpet moan that the machine costs 
1,000 dollars ex works, and, with operat- 
ing charges fixed at a dollar an acre, 
would enable a profit to be turned if the 
market value of cotton dropped to five 
cents a pound. Under favourable condi- 
tions, will continue the two pianos, the 
mechanical picker can harvest in eight 
hours as much cotton as a hand-picker 
could gather in eleven weeks’ toil, work- 
ing at union regulations. For the finale 
all the instruments can combine to show 
that 2,000,000 negroes will be placed upon 
the insurable employment register if the 
invention bears out its early promise. 
It still will be better than the paradoxical! 
forecast of a sunny honeymoon.

MR. MacENTEE’S REPLY 
——_ 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—I am directed by the Minister for 
Finance to refer to the editorial, appearing 1 
Saturday's issue of your paper, which 


criticised the Government for its action In 
introducing a bill to remove doubts as to the 
liability of the Guarantee Fund under the 
Land Purchase Annuities Acts. 
demned this bill as an attempt to forestall 
the decision of the Courts, and declared that 
nothing could be more mischievous or un- 
democratic than legislation of this type, and 
observed that Mr. Cosgrave’s Government was 
not without fault in this respect. The 
Minister desires me first of all to point out 
that there is no close anaes bet ween the 
cases occurring during Mr. Cosgraves 
Administration of which you complain and the 
course which the Government is now taking. 
The measures passed under Mr. Cosgrave were 
retrospective in the fullest sense of the term. 
They were wholly post-factum. Moreover, 
while one of them was designed to nullify the 
effect of a successful appeal to the Privy 
Council, others of these measures were 
directed, not against the Privy Council, but 
against our own Courts, to the extent even of 
reversing the decision of the Supreme Court. 

In the case of the measure now under con, 
sideration by the Dail, while litigation has 
heen initiated, the real issues in question have 
not even been brought to hearing, and the 
utmost that can be said in regard to them 1s 
that the law as now written may be open to 
another construction than that whieh has 
been put upon it hitherto. The first differ- 
ence, therefore, between the present measure 
and those examples of retrospective legislation 
to which you refer, is that while they were 
wholly retrospective, and with fA eg 
effect reversed the decisions of the Courts, 
this measure only proposes before the trial of 
the action to write the law on the matter with 
_—— precision and exactitude than hereto- 
ore. 

The second point which you have failed to 
bring out in your editorial dealing with this 
bill is that, however imperfectly the present 
text of the law expresses it, there can be no 
doubt in the mind of any reasonable man as 
to what the intention of the Oireachtas re- 
garding the Guarantee Fund really was. The 
Minister for Finance, in the course of his 
speech, adduced sufficient evidence to mani- 
fest beyond doubt what that intention was. 
He has asked me, for the benefit of your 
readers, to refer briefly to it. again. First of 
all, in the course of his speech on the second 
reading of the Land Bill of 1933, on the 13th 
July, 1933, the then Minister for Lands (Mr. 
Aiken) said: ‘‘ The Guarantee Fund will re- 
main liable for any arrears of the reduced 
annuities payable in future.’’ (Dail Debates, 
Vol. 48, Col. 2387.) 

The Dail passed the bill through all its 
stages, in the belief that the Guarantee Fund 
was liable for the recoupment of deficiencies 
in the Purchase Annuities Fund. When the 
Seanad received the bill it was apparently 
under the same impression. Accordingly 
Senator Wilson moved an amendment to 
Section 27, and, in doing so, said: “ My 


object is to do away with the Guarantee 
Fund altogether.” (Seanad Debates, Vol. 17, 
Col. 1278. ) 

This attack on the Guarantee Fund was 


followed up by Senator Sir John Keane, who, 
| with the same intention, moved a more 
| comprehensive amendment on the report 
| Stage of the bill. Both these amendments 
were resisted on behalf of the Government, 
but were adopted by the Seanad. When the 
bill, as amended, came back to the Dail the 
Government asked the House to reject those 
Fa whicn proposed to abolish the 
ruarantee Fund. This the Dail did. The 
bill was then returned to the Seanad, and, 
the Seanad deciding not to insist on the 
abolition of the fund, the bill became law in 
its preset form. In view of the statement of 
the Minister responsible for the measure, 
and of the decision of the Oireachtas on the 
amendments to abolish the Guarantee Fund, 
that the Oireachtas intended that the 
| Guarantee Fund should be liable to make 
| good any deficiency arising in the Purchase 

Annuities Fund is not open to question. In 
this connection it is important to note that 
in the discussion in the Dail it was not con- 
tended that the intention of the Oireachtas 
in 1933 was other than that which the Govern- 
ment holds it to have been, or was in any way 
different from that which the measure now 
before the Dail proposes to declare. 

The position, < ha is: That when con- 
sidering the Land Act of 1933 the Oireachtas 
intended that the Guarantee Fund should be 
liable: for any deficiency in the Purchase 
Annuities Fund; it has been contended that 
the form of words used in the measure has 
failed to put this intention beyond doubt; is 
the Oireachtas, which is the law-making 
authority of the State, to be inhibited from 
expressing itself more clearly and in such a 
way that the Courts shall be in no doubt as 
to its intentions? In this connection I am 
to emphasise that the Land Act of 1933 was 
passed by the present Oireachtas just two 
years ago. So far as the Dail is concerned, 
the personnel, with two exceptions, is the 
same as that which considered the matter 
two years ago, and decided, in proper form, 
that the Guarantee Fund should be liable for 
these deficiencies. The Government is also 
the same, and there has been nothing said or 
done in the Oireachtas since that could pos- 
sibly be interpreted as manifesting a change 
of intention on the part of that body in regard 
to the Guarantee Fund. Since the Act of 1933 
was passed the Government, acting in the 
utmost good faith, and ‘carrying out the 
intentions of the Oireachtas, has applied the 
Guarantee Fund to meet such deficiencies. 
It has never been suggested in the Oireachtas 
that, in doing this, the Government was 
acting contrary to. the intention of the 
Oireachtas; for if such a suggestion had 
been made there the position would have 
been speedily “clarified. It is, therefore, 
absurd to say t it, by virtue of this bill, 
Mr. MacEntee has constituted himself judge 
and jury in a case in which he is the 
defendant. If the Oireachtas has not the 
same recollection as he as to its intentions 
in regard to the Guarantee Fund in 1933 it 
can reject the bill. On the other hand, if 
its intention in regard to the Guarantee Fund 
is now as it was then, it will accept the bill. 
It will then be a matter for the Courts, with 
the clearly expressed intention of the 
Oireachtas in regard to the Guarantee Fund 
before it, to interpret the law.—Yours, etc.,

VIEWS OF OTHER STATES

á civilisation,’’ and advocated a tonnage 


reduction of 20 per cent. or less. “The 
United States,” he wrote, ‘‘ must adhere 
to the high purpose of progressive reduc- 
tion.’’ 

Mr. Bruce (Australia) and Mr. Massey 
(Canada) spoke in support of the prin- 
ciple of armament limitation. 

M. Corbin (France) said that France 
had always been in favour of a mutual 
arrangement for the general limitation of 
all armaments. 

Mr. Dulanty (Irish Free State) said that 
the construction of war vessels did not 
enter into the plans of his Government. 

Signor Grandi (Italy) made a veiled 
reference to sanctions. ‘ You will 
appreciate,’’ he said, “ that my Govern- 
ment is compelled to take carefully into 
account the present situation, which has 
been created by the attitude of many of 
the States belonging to the League of 
Nations in regard to my country.” He, 
nevertheless, reaffirmed Italy’s desire for 
armament limitation. 

Admiral Nagano (Japan) stated that, 
in his Government’s view, any new treaty 
should be based upon the setting-up 
“among the great Naval Powers of the 
world of a common limit of naval arma- 
ments, to be fixed as low as possible, 
which they shall not be allowed to 
exceed.”’ 

The Conference adjourned until this 
morning, when it will meet in committee 
at Clarence House, Westminster. 


A COMMON UPPER 


LIMIT 
——— — 
JAPAN’S PROPOSALS 


The Japanese delegation last night 
issued a statement which made it clear 
that the acceptance of the pjrinciple of 
parity between Japan and the leading 
Naval Powers and the abandonment of 
the system of ratios established at the 
Washington Conference are their chief 
preoccupations. 

In the course of their statement the 
Japanese delegation said that they sought 
to establish immutably the principles of 
non-menace and non-aggression among the 
great Naval Powers, reducing as much as 
possible the burdens inherent in arma- 
ment competition. 

““As a prerequisite, however,” con- 
tinues the statement,’’ we propose to set 
up & common. upper limit of naval arma- 
ments among the world’s leading sea 
Powers, because it is the settled convic- 
tion of our Government that only by dis- 
carding the old ratio system of limitation, 
and by recognising equality of national 
defence for each country, we may hope to 
achieve an agreement which is at once 
most just and fair. 

“The said common upper limit, of 
course, must be fixed as low as sible, 
so as to bring about an effective stick 
ment. 

“ Further, we demand a total abolition, 
or a drastic reduction, of all the offensive 
ships, such as the aircraft carrier, capital 
ship and ‘A’ Class cruiser, thus 
eliminating all possibilities of aggression. 

“ As to the defensive ships, Bn as the 
‘B’ Class cruiser, destroyer and suab- 
marine, we maintain that each nation 
should be left free to provide for its ade- 
quate defence by retaining those ships best 
calculated to meet its own requirements. 

“1n this connection it should be quite 
evident that we can never agree to the 
suppression of the submarine.”’ 

t appears likely that the question of 
parity, which has been raised by Japan’s 
rejection of the 5-5-3 ratio, as between 
Britain, America and Japan, will be. 

uickly raised as a first class issue. The 
Jenene demand for recognition in prin- 
ciple, at any rate, of parity has been re- 
cognised during the preliminary discus- 
sion as an issue of great difficulty, 

Admiral] Nagano (leader of the Japanese 
delegation) was asked by a reporter what 
comment he had to make on the American 
proposal that there should be a reduction 
in naval forces of anything from 20 per 
cent. downwards by all the signatories to 
existing treaties. He made it clear that 
any pune of this kind must be condi- 
tional upon the acceptance of the principle 
of parity. They would be willing to give 
careful thought to such a proposal. A 
simple cut of 20 per cent. would only 
mean a prolongation of. the ratio system, 
which they could not accept. 

Admiral Nagano declined to state any 
figure in respect of the ‘‘common upper 
limit of naval armaments.’’

CCORDING to authoritative informa- 
tion the business in the Dail this 
week will be approximately as follows :— 
To-day—All stages of the Land Purchase 
(Guarantee Fund) Bill. 
Wednesday—Motion to send the Senate 
Abolition Bill to the Senate for final 
decision. 

Thursday—The Courts of Justice Bill. 

Friday—Motion for the adjournment for 

the Christmas Recess. _ 

It will appear from this that the 
Government’s intention is to get both the 
Guarantee Fund Bill and the Senate Bill 
completed before Christmas. 
it will be necessary for the Senate to meet 
next week, as neither bill will have left 
the Dail in time to afford the requisite 
period of notice to have them taken by 
the Senate at this week’s sittings. No 
doubt the Senate will oblige by sitting in 
the week before Christmas if only from the 
desire to know definitely what the fate of 
their house is to be. 

As to the indication that all stages of the 
Guarantee Fund Bill are to be taken to- 
day, it is not yet clear whether the 
Government propose to avail themselves of 
the Closure; but this will be seen as soon 
as to-day’s Order Paper is available. It 
is fairly obvious that the amendments— 
about ten in number—to be moved on the 
Committee stage will call for a consider- 
able amount of debate. The other stages 
will also be strenuously contested. Several 
amendments in the names of Deputies 
Brennan, Morrissey and MackKoin are 
intended to take away from the bill its 
retrospective effect. An amendment in the 
name of Deputy Brennan proposes to alter 
the title of the bill to read: “An Act to 
ensure that grants to local authorities 
shall be liable to be withheld to the extent 
of the unpaid annuities in each county.”’ 

Another proposal for a change in the 
title is to substitute for the words “ to 
remove doubts’’ the words “ to determine 
and  declare.”’ This amendment is 
sponsored by the United Ireland deputies 
for Louth and Cork. Another amendment 
in the names of the same deputies proposes 
that where a civil action is pending in any

CASE OF TOWN TENANTS 


The Minister for Justice (Mr. P. J. 
Ruttledge) proposes to ask the Dail to set 
up a Tribunal to enquire into the griev- 
ances of town tenants, regarding which 
many representations have been made to 
him recently. The Minister's motion, 
which will be discussed some time after 
the resumption of the Dail, is in the 
following terms :— 

“ That it is expedient. that a Tribunal 
be established for inquiring into a definite 
matter of urgent public importance, that 
is to say :'— : 

“ (a). Whether any, and, if so, what, 
hardships and abuses arise, or are capable 
of arising, under the existing law góvern- 
ing the letting on occupation tenancies at 
occupation rents of houses and parts of 
houses in cities, towns and villages, where 
the house or the part so let is used by the 
occupier thereof wholly or partly as a 
dwellinghouse ; and 

“ (b) If any such hardships or abuses 
are found to arise, or to be capable of 
arising, what additions to, or amendments 
of, the said existing law are practicable 
and desirable to remove or modify such 
hardships and abuses, or to prevent the 
same from arising.’’ 

Mr. W. Norton, T.D., will put a ques- 
tion to the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce to-day on the same subject. 


FARMERS’ GRIEVANCE 


Deputies George C. Bennett and James 
Reidy (U.I.P., Limerick) have given 
notice to raise as soon as possible in the 
Dail the grievance of tenants whose land 
may be ‘‘resumed”’ by the Land Commis- 
sion. The motion is < sequel to a case 
recently brought to the notice of the house, 
in which a County Limerick farmer who 
paid £3,000 for his holding had it “' re- 
sumed ” by the Land Commission, when 
only £700 was given by way of compensa- 
tion. The motion proposes :— 

‘‘That in the opinion of the Dail, 
the Land Act of 1935 should be 

amended so as to ensure that (a) any 
land purchase annuitant who farms 
his land satisfactorily, produces a 
sufficient amount of food, and gives an 
adequate amount of employment, 
would not be disturbed in possession ; 
and (b) that, in the event of any such 
land being ‘resumed’ by the Land 
Commission, the market value, with- 
out any deduction, should be paid by 
way of compensation.”’ 

The wording of the motion recalls the 
promise made by Mr. Aiken, who was in 
charge of the Land Bill of 1953 when it 
was going through the House, that no 
farmer mn carried out the conditions in- 
dicated would be disturbed. The deputies 
hope that an early opportunity will be 
found for the discussion.

Ts Spanish Cabinet resigned early to- 
day after a visit by Senor Chapa- 
prieta, the Premier, to President Zamora. 
Consultations for the formation of a new 
Government began immediately. 

The resignation of the Cabinet was not 
unexpected after the hostile vote in the 
all-night session of the Cortes, which

ended on Saturday morning against the 
former Colonial Under-Setretary, Senor 
Calvo, who was declared responsible for 
administrative irregularities. 

In addition, the Premier's efforts at 
Budget economies and his attempt to im- 


In a declaration issued to the Press to- 
night Senor Chapaprieta referred to his 
Budget proposals as being the cause of the 
crisis. His colleagues disagreed with him, 
he said, on the question of death duties, 
stamp tax, and the economies introduced 
under the ‘‘ law of restriction.’’ 

Despite the considerable increase in 
revenue which he was able to achieve 
during his office as Minister of Finance, 
h. felt there was no alternative now but 
for him to resign in face of the opposition. 
Consequently, he handed in the resigna- 
tion of the whole Cabinet in accordance 
with the constitutional practice, and he 
gave orders for the suspension of the 
application of the “ law of restriction.”’ 

It is generally agreed that the un- 
popularity of this law has been one of the 
main causes of the crisis. 

The President of the Republic can now 
either dissolve the Cortes or once more 
entrust the formation of a Cabinet to one 
of the political leaders in the hope that 
the Cortes will then proceed to dissolve 
itself by parliamentary vote. 

President Zamora is believed to be 
strongly opposed to handing over the reins 
of Government to Senor Gil Robles, the 
energetic Catholic-Fascist leader, who is 
the most powerful politician in Spain to- 


day. 


MORE TROUBLE IN

NOISY SCHOOLGIRL 
DEMONSTRATION

Egyptian schoolgirls to-day replaced 
their brothers as the principal demon- 
strators against the Government of Nessim 
Pasha and the “ suzerainty ’’ of Britain. 

The removal to hospital of a male 
student, who had been shot in the shoulder 
to-day, led to a report that the police had 
fired on the crowd. Police headquarters, 
however, denied this, and stated that the 
wound was inflicted by a British police- 
man, who had been attacked by a mob 
while riding on a motor cycle, and had 
fired his revolver in self-defence. 

The student subsequently died. 

The Premier, Nessim Pasha, conferred 
to-day with Sir Miles Lampson, the British 
High Commissioner, and will probably see 
King Fuad to-morrow. He maintains his 
customary silence as to his intentions. 

A particularly noisy demonstration of 
girl students occurred near Saint Mary’s 
Pro-Cathedral during the afternoon, and 
police used their sticks freely. Shrill 
cries rent the air for two hours as the girls 
worked themselves up into a state of 
hysteria, reviling the police. Many of 
them were weeping copiously as they 
shrieked patriotic cries. 

Some of the wilder elements seized the 
opportunity for further destruction, 
smashing tramcars and street lamps. One 
stone broke a window of the Pro-Cathedral. 


MINERS’ REPLY TO

The miners, in their reply last night to 
the coai-owners’ answer to their claim for 
an advance in wages of two shillings a day, 
declared that the motive of the employers 
was clear. 

‘They desire to depress wages to the 
lowest level,” stated Mr. Ebby Edwards, 
Secretary of the Mine-Workers’ Federatior 
He pointed out that the statistics for the 
six months ended June 30 last showed that 
61 per cent. of the miners earned on an 
average a gross wage of 38s. 5d. a week. 
“ Was this a civilised wage?’’ he asked. 

The statement said: ‘‘From whatever 
angle the case of the miners’ wage claim 
and the danger of a national coal stoppage 
is examined, the coal-owners’ case stands 
condemned ”’ 

Nationally, the coal-owners could con- 
sider their coal production, the distribu- 
tion of coal and its price. They could 
consider with the Government their trade 
agreements and seek from the Government 
assistance for international trade. They 
could consider any question of legislatiow 
as it affected the industry from taxation to 
mineworkers’ hours. They could conduct 
nationally a great public campaign on 
wages issues. All these things they could, 
and did, consider nationally, but the

HE United States Supreme Court 

to-day rejected Bruno Hauptmann’s 
application for a review of his conviction 
on the charge of murdering the Lindbergh 
baby. 

“4 so doing the Court closed Haupt- 
mann’s last avenue of escape from the 
electric chair, except one, the New Jersey 
Board of Pardons, to which he may yet 
appeal for commutation of the death 
penalty. 

The courtroom was thronged to-day. long 
before the proceedings began, and a tense 
atmosphere prevailed. The full text of 
the important decision was not read aloud, 
and only the court officials and newspaper- 
men were informed of the contents. 

Judge Trenchard, President of the New 
Jersey Court, must now fix a new date for 
the execution, which must not be sooner 
than a month nor later than eight weeks 
from to-day. : 

Mrs. Anna Hauptmann received the 
news bravely and composedly, saying 
simply: ‘‘ I know, in spite of everything, 
he will come home again. I know he is 
innocent. ’’ 


LATER DEVELOPMENTS 


Immediately ‘he was informed of the 
Supreme Court’s refusal, Mr. Lloyd 
Fisher, Hauptmann’s counsel, while admit- 
ting he was disappointed, said he would 
continue the fight. “' There is this to be 
said,’’ he went on, “ the request for review 
of the case was based entirely on the re- 
cords of the trial.

CONTROVERSY has arisen as to 
whether or not the Union Jack should 
remain over the tomb of Lord Carson in 
Belfast Cathedral. Since the funeral of 


the wall of the cathedral above the tomb. 
The cathedral board, in completing the 
scheme for the tomb, arranged for a 
granite slab, made from Mourne mountain 
granite, to be placed on top of the tomb, 
with the one word ‘‘Carson’’ upon it, and 
the whole enclosed with a railing. No 
provision was made for retaining the 
Union Jack in its present position, where 
it was placed temporarily on the wall to 
mark the position of the tomb. 
Strong efforts are being made to induce 
the cathedral board to allow the present 
flag to remain over the tomb, and many 
churchmen deplore the controversy which 
has arisen on the subject. Any suggestion 
that the cathedral board intends any dis- 
respect, either to the flag or the memory 
of Lord Carson, is sheer nonsense. 
VIEWS 

The Bishop of Down and Connor and 
Dromore, when approached on the subject 
to-day, indicated that it was a matter for 
the cathedral board and the Dean of Bel- 
fast (the Very Rev. W. S. Kerr) declared 
that he deplored very much the publicity 
yiven to the matter. A special Act of the 
Northern Parliament was passed to enable 
the interment of Lord Carson to take 
place in the Belfast Cathedral, and the 
decision of the Government and ‘the 
cathedral board to have the Ulster leader’s 
last resting place in the cathedral won the 
approval of the great majority of Northern 
churchmen. <A few, however, are of' the 
opinion that a more suitable place might 
have been found. 

The Lower Falls Parish 
Magazine, for instance, stated : 
sincere churchmen view with concern the 
fact that Belfast Cathedral should have 
been turned into a mausoleum, where con- 
tinual political pilgrims love to wend their 
way. The cathedral was built for worship, 
and not as a sacred shrine for departed 
heroes. Old cathedrals are a warning 
against the use of places of worship as 
burying grounds. Paris has been én- 
riched by a Napoleon’s tomb. Whiy should 
Stormont’s grounds not have been simi- 
larly enriched? Then two great monu- 
ments of a now historical struggle would 
have been together, with the great statue

Details of the estimate moved in the 
Dail last week by Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, 
Minister for Local Government, were 
issued yesterday. The amount is 
£250,000, and it is required for the 
Pensions Investment Account of the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Fund.

If the 
sums standing to the credit of the fund 
are more than is required to meet current 
expenditure, the surplus will be paid over 
to the Pensions Investment Account. and 
if they are insufficient to meet current 
liabilities the sum required will be issued 
from the account.

HE meeting of the Italian Senate to- 

day has not provided a clue as to 
Mussolini’s intentions towards the new 
Franco-British peace plan. The Duce did 
not refer to it at all, as he has not yet 
been official/y informed of its existence. 

Mussolini made what must be one of 
his shortest speeches on record. All he 
said was:—‘‘ I thank the Senate for the 
unanimity of the vote and the eloquent 
demonstration which aceompanied it. 
Once more this Assembly has shown that 
it is in tune with the life and the history — 
of the nation. The Senate can be assured 
that the African and the European 
interests of Italy will be strenuously 
defended.”’ 

After the President of the Chamber had 
spoken on the order of the day, the eighty 
years old Admiral Thaon di Reval, Italy’s 
war-time Commander-in-Chief of the 
Navy, droned through his address, which 
consisted largely in what he called an 
“objective enunciation’’ of  Italy’s 
reasons for going to war in East Africa. 


SURPRISED 


He was cheered to the echo when he 
said:—‘‘ I would never have thought it 
possible, I who had the honour during the’ 
War of commanding the Italian naval 
forces, to see a few years afterwards a 
concentration of ships in the Mediter- 
ranean and a naval agreement directed 
against Italy by those who used to be 
our chief allies.’ 

Here the Royal Princes joined in the 
cheering and clapping. Hitherto they 
had maintained complete silence, listening 
to the speeches, but giving no indication 
of their views. | 

Italy has suspended judgment on the 
agreement for the solution of the 
Abyssinian conflict till the terms of the 
agreement are known here. Authoritative 
spokesmen admitted, however, that there

LIMITATION OF NAVIES 


BRITAIN TO TAKE 
INITIATIVE 


? 
A British proposal to limit the size of 
the navies of the world is expected to be 
the opening shot in the Naval Conference 
when it meets in private session this morn- 
ing, says Reuter. 
The proposal, it is believed, will follow 
the lines of the limitation set out in “the 
Washington and London Treaties. This. 
means taking the bull by the horns, for it 
is on the question of quantitative limita- 
tion that there is the widest divergence of 
views. There is little doubt that the 
majority of delegations would have pre- 
ferred to tackle first the easier question of 
qualitative limitation, fixing limits to the 
size and armaments of each class of ship. 
There is every possibility of a general 
agreement being reached eventually on 
qualitative limitation, but quantitative 
limitation is a most thorny problem. The 
Conference will thus be faced from the 
very beginning with a critical situation. 
There will be two items on the agenda 
of the Conference when it meets to-day :— 
(1) To decide on procedure ; 
(2) To decide whether quantitative or 
qualitative limitation is to be discussec 
first. 
It is on the second point that tne 
British proposal is expected to be made. 
When the question of quantitative 
limitation is raised it will meet with 
opposition from the Japanese and the 
French, who prefer that, instead of the 
British and United States’ desire to limit 
the size of fleets by fixing a limit to the 
number of vessels of each class possessed 
by each Power, a certain total tonnage 
should be given to each, to be used in 
accordance with its needs. 
Quantitative limitation was discussed at 
the London nava! talks last year, but was 
re owing to Japanese hostility to 
the 5-5-3 ratio of the Washington Treaty. 
At the present Conference the Japanese 
are insistent that their claims for a 
common upper limit with the biggest 
naval Powers—Britain and the United 
States of America—shall be discussed and 
satisfaction given them on this point 
before they can enter into discussion on 
the size of the ships and their guns. It 
is understood that in their preliminary 
talks with the British naval experts the 
Japanese have not receded from their 
claims to (1) parity and (2) the abolition 
or drastic reduction in size of capital 
ships, aircraft-carriers, and ‘“‘A’’ Class 
cruisers. of 10,000 tons. 
It would, however, be unwise to assume 
that for this reason the Japanese are not 
prepared to accept any compromise. 


FRENCH ATTITUDE 


In many respects the French attitude 
supports the British view. France, it is 
pointed out, has already given a lead on 
the smaller battleship question by build- 
ing two 25,000 ton battleships, though 
the building of other Powers has forced 
her to revert to the 35,000 ton size. She 
also supports the proposal to declare 
naval programmes in advance, and in the 
past she has even gone further than the 
Americans in proposing all round re- 
ductions in naval strength. 

In one characteristic way the French 
attitude differs from the Anglo-American. 
‘* No mathematics,’’ is the French view, 
and they abhor all questions of ratios, ow 
centages, and two-Power standards. Their 
needs, they say, depend partly on their 
requirements to defend their coasts and 
communications, and partly on the size

BIRTH-RATES 

Birth-rates, he proceeded, had been falling 
steadily all over Barepe, notwithstanding the 
probable increased wealth of these countries, 
and popular opinion saw in the propagated 
teaching of birth-control advocates a satis- 
factory and obvious explanation; but there 
was, in his opinion, little justification for 
that explanation. The satisfactory answer 
lay in the advancing age of marriage in 
Europe. 

Are there inherently healthy races? the 
lecturer asked. — Are there inherently un- 
healthy ones ?, The West African native was 
a short-lived being when living at home, but, 
living in America, his life was not likely to 
be appreciably shorter than that of a 
similarly treated European. The Irish race 
often prided itself on its longevity, but 
that race had a terrible death-rate in 
America. There tuberculosis was three times 
as common among them as among the 
Americans, and much higher than among any 
other racial group. Insanity, too, was twice 
as high among the Irish people there. 
Another fact was that the Irish migrant’s 
expectation of life was shortened by ten years 
in America. That example of the influence 
of transplantation upon their own race might 
serve as a text and warning for the dis- 
cussion of more marked geographical changes.

The 
title of her address was ‘‘The Tear and the 
Smile,’’ but she did not think there was 
either a tear or a smile in Erin’s eye at 
present.

Our natural, care-free, happy-go- 
lucky disposition has altered, and not for 
the better, during the past quarter of a 
century. e younger generation nowadays 
does not want to think for itself. They 
accept ‘‘ wise-cracks’’ and American slang 
as examples of genuine wit. Ireland ‘s 
richer in song, story, and other branches of 
art than any new country without our 
traditions can ever bring to it, and she only 
needs to be aroused from her lethargic, 
almost moribund condition. to combat the 
apparent dulness of her modern listlessness. 

1° referred to her recent visit to New 
York, Mrs. Sargent said that in comparison 
with the three capitals she knew—Dublin.

livered a lecture on “ Steel—the Ideal Struc- 
tural Material.” He dealt with the storeyed 
type of building which was used for offices, 
and contended that this material gave archi- 
tects and builders an opportunity to have full 
expression for their ideas and the widest 
choice of material. The chief advantages of a 
steel-frame construction were that a consider- 
able portion of the material could be pre- 
pared and in readiness before the site was 
cleared. This was a particular advantage 
when an existing building was being 
demolished, and which allowed business to 
continue in that building during the demolish- 
ing period, 

Another advantage of a steel building was 
that the lghtness of construction permitted 
the whole load-carrying capacity of the site 
to be developed, or, where full development 
was unnecessary, it gave a considerable 
reduction in foundation loads. During the 
lifetime of a building the quality of work- 
manship could be readily checked, and it was 
an added factor of safety that would be un- 
affected by settlements of the foundation, 
which would seriously affect a more rigid 
form of construction. 

He said that the steel-frame building, 
properly designed and executed, was the best 
proposition available at the present time, and 
there was every indication it would remain 
so for a considerable time to come.
